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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The Appellant's filing of the Appeal Brief on 4/3/2006 is acknowledged. The 
prosecution of the instant case is re-opened on discovery of new grounds of 
rejection herein follows. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

. (b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

3. Claims 1-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by U.S. 
Patent 5,784,463 to Chen et al.(hereinafter Chen). 

4. Regarding Claim 1 , Chen discloses the issuing of key from the second processor 
to the third processor using a second encryption protocol see Fig. 3A item 60; a 
third processor to forward to first processor Fig. 3A item 70; causing a first 
processor to send a message to second processor see Fig. 3A item 90. 

5. Regarding Claim 2 and 8, Chen discloses the first processor and encryption 
protocol having less computational resources see Fig. 1B item 10 & Col 1 Ln 41- 
49. 
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6. Regarding Claim 3, Chen discloses the public key encryption protocol see Fig. 
1A item 15-10. 

7. Regarding Claim 4, Chen discloses the second processor sending the message 
and key to first processor see Fig. 1 A item 35. 

8. Regarding Claim 5, Chen discloses the network being internet see Fig. 1A item 
5. 

9. Regarding Claim 6, Chen discloses the local area network see Col 1 Ln 50-59. 

10. Regarding Claim 7, Chen discloses the higher level of security see Col 2 Ln 8-16.
